A 52-year-old man was at 
a west London police sta¬ 
tion as the Kingston 
Guardian went to press 
after being arrested on 
suspicion of arson hours 
later. 

The first fire, believed to 
be at the M&S nearest to 
Eden Street, started short¬ 
ly before 1pm. 


Fire trucks from Sur¬ 
biton, Kingston and 
Twickenham attended 
small blazes at Marks and 
Spencer, Gap, Monsoon, 
White Stuff, Reiss and Su- 
perDry, according to fire¬ 
fighters at the scene. 

White Stuff manager An¬ 
thony Diabiase said shut¬ 
ting could have cost 


thousands in lost revenue, 
but added despite the dam¬ 
age there would not be a 
“fire sale”. 

He said: “We were shut 
for over an hour-and-a- 
half during the busiest 
part of the shopping day in 
the run-up to Christmas. It 
was a big financial hit.” 

Shopper Stephen 


Donnelly said: “It was real¬ 
ly annoying because this is 
my only day off to do my 
Christmas shopping. Peo¬ 
ple were more curious 
than scared, trying to find 
out what happened.” 

Police were investigating 
whether fires in Richmond 
town centre on Monday 
were connected. 


Businesses are counting 
the cost after clothes were 
set on fire in at least seven 
shops in Kingston town 
centre. 

The Bentall Centre was 
evacuated of thousands of 
Christmas shoppers on 
Tuesday lunchtime caus¬ 
ing chaos before the other 
fire attacks came to light.

£128,000 for failed 
child services boss 


A Kingston Council director 
was given a £128,000 payoff 
after his department was criti¬ 
cised for failing to protect 
children. 

Children’s services boss Dun¬ 
can Clark was paid a year’s 
salary after his resignation in 
July. The money could have 
paid for another four safe¬ 
guarding social workers. 

Jonathan Isaby, political di¬ 
rector of the Taxpayers’ Al¬ 
liance and a Kingston resident, 
described the payment as 
“eye-watering”. 

He said: “If someone resigns 
from a highly-paid job after se¬ 
rious errors occurred on their 
watch, they should not expect a 
penny in return.” 

Kingston Council chief exec¬ 
utive Bruce McDonald de¬ 
clined to answer questions.

A council spokesman said: 
“The payment made was to 
bring about a clean break 
quickly so that we could get on 
with the job of improvement 
without delay. We consider this 
was in the interests of children 
and young people in Kingston 
and all taxpayers. 

“In a case like this the alter¬ 
native to a compromise agree¬ 
ment would be a contested 
departure under formal capa¬ 
bility procedures would have 
taken a year or more.

He said: “All I needed to be 
sure of was that the one-off 
payment was the best financial 
decision for the council, and I 
was. I understand that people 
will look at this and be angry 
but knowing what Idol can as¬ 
sure you, however hard it is to 
believe, this was the best op¬ 
tion for the council.” 

A scrutiny panel looking at 
the recovery efforts following 
the Ofsted report will take 
place on January 8.

Burglars swipe gifts in

Burglars smashed their way into 
a house and sat by the Christmas 
tree as they unwrapped a fami¬ 
ly’s presents before stealing 
them. 

They decided which gifts they 
wanted to keep for themselves, 
loaded them into the back of the 
victim’s prized Mini Cooper and 
drove off. 

The thieves broke into Caro¬ 
line Jeffcote’s house in 
Boscombe Road, Worcester 
Park, on Monday, December 11, 
between 8.30am and 8.50pm. 

They kicked down the front 
door of the house and found a 
stash of presents intended for 
Miss Jeffcote’s family in Sunder¬ 
land. She had picked some of the 
presents up from other family 
members and bought and 
wrapped some herself. 

Miss Jeffcote, 40, said: “I had a 
suitcase in the front room that 
was full of presents to take to my 
sister’s in Sunderland. 

“They went and unwrapped 
them and took what they 
wanted. It was mostly alcohol 
and there was some cash my 
mum had put in a card for me. 

“It’s such a shame - people 
have gone out and bought these

presents and then someone has 
just come along and taken them. 
It’s so sad. 


“They took both sets of keys 
for my car and then took the pre¬ 
sents away in that. 

“It’s more than just a car to me 
- it’s got sentimental value as I 
bought it just after a friend of 
mine died. We decided to go for 
what we dreamed of. 

“That car was my little baby.” 

Items stolen included 24 bot¬ 
tles of wine, a GPS watch for 
running and cash. 

Miss Jeffcote said: “I’m a part 
of a wine club so it was all good 
stuff - there’s probably someone 
taking posh wine to a chav 
Christmas party now.” 

Police want people to be vigi¬ 
lant for Miss Jeffcote’s metallic 
blue convertible Mini Cooper as 
the car is distinctive and may 
have been left in the area. 

PC Duncan Harris, of Sutton’s 
crime prevention team, said peo¬ 
ple should be especially careful 
to secure their homes over 
Christmas as “criminals consid¬ 
er Christmas to be a time of tak¬ 
ing rather than giving”.

A children’s cancer charity has 
been given its single largest 
donation from the charitable arm 
of the Kingston Guardian’s parent 
company. 

Christopher’s Smile celebrated 
receiving a cheque for £37,333 from 
the Gannett Foundation, connect¬ 
ed to media group Newsquest. 

The money will go towards the 
charity’s aim of funding new 
drugs targeting childhood cancers 
without adverse side effects.

single grant we have received and 
it means a huge amount to us. 

“We are extremely grateful to the 
Gannett Foundation for making 
this award. 

“It is perfectly timed, because the 
equipment to be purchased with 
the grant will be used from the 
start of 2013 by our newly recruit¬ 
ed researcher - who we have now 
fully funded. The equipment is 
vital to the role, that of paediatric 
molecular pathologist. 

“The molecular biology of chil¬ 
dren’s tumours will be assessed to 
ensure the most suitable children 


are put forward for trials with new 
targeted treatments. 

“This work is the first of its kind 
in Europe for children and we are 
very excited about the huge steps 
forward through this work.”

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Eco-group to help run filter beds?

A property developer plan¬ 
ning to build floating homes 
on the Surbiton filter beds site 
has finally reached an agree¬ 
ment to bring in a conserva¬ 
tion group. 

Hydro Properties boss 
Phillip Wallis told a planning 
committee last week that the 
Wildfowl and Wetland Trust 
(WTT) will help run the site, if 
the company pushes through 
its planning application. 

Hydro announced the deal 
with WTT back in August, 
but was forced to backtrack 
after the eco-charity insisted 
no deal had been struck. 

But Mr Wallis insisted the 
project was on. He said: “The 
deal has always been on the 
table despite what has been 
said. The reason WWT was 
reluctant to go public was be¬ 
cause it was lobbied by 
Friends Of Seething Wells 
(FOSW).” 

In a letter handed by Hydro 
Properties to spectators at the 
meeting WTT confirmed it 
had stopped short of adding 
its voice in support. 

WTT said there was no for¬ 
mal agreement in place but 
admitted to a deal with Hydro 
“in principle”. 

Battle lines were drawn be¬ 
tween developers and opposi¬ 
tion group FOSW with each 


handing out marketing mate¬ 
rial in a bid to win over the 
packed meeting hall. 

Both groups had turned up 
to have their say and discuss a 
report presented to the com¬ 
mittee from the council’s eco 
company Baker Shepherd and 
Gillespie. 

First up were residents 
linked to FOSW who disputed 
the findings, claiming the 


scheme would have a detri¬ 
mental effect on wildlife, 
specifically the roosting 
Daubenton bat. 

Mr Wallis went next, though 
barely audible through a cho¬ 
rus of boos and heckles, 
pointing to the lifting of a Nat¬ 
ural England objection and 
the deal with the WTT as 
proof the scheme was “right 
for Surbiton”. 


He also got little support 
from councillors, who took it 
in turns to condemn the 
scheme, often followed by rap¬ 
turous applause from the 
audience. 

Speaking after the meeting 
Simon Tyrrell, director of 
Friends of Seething Wells 
said: “We were enormously 
pleased with the massive 
show of support from 


residents, who turned up yet 
again en masse, despite the 
freezing temperatures and 
Christmas parties.” 

Ian Pratt, from the River 
Thames Sports Alliance, said: 
“The overwhelming majority 
of river users are fully against 
the Hydro plan because it will 
lead to a dangerous cross-flow 
of river traffic and naviga¬ 
tional conflicts.” 


Hostel 
aims to 
expand 

Chessington is set to nearly 
double one of its hostels for 
the homeless. 

The Four Oaks Centre, in 
Mount Road, has 14 bedsits 
and Kingston Council is 
considering a planning 
application for 12 more 
bedrooms. 

The hostel was built in 
the 1950s and until 2002 
was used as an adolescent 
resource centre. 

The decision was expect¬ 
ed to be made as this news¬ 
paper went to press. 

According to charity 
workers, there are about 20 
people sleeping rough in 
Kingston town centre 
alone. 

Kingston Churches Ac¬ 
tion on Homelessness 
(KCAH) has opened its an¬ 
nual winter shelter accom¬ 
modating up to 12 people. 

A Kingston Council com¬ 
mittee discussed the hostel 
expansion last week and 
said “there is a clear need 
for facilities to address the 
urgent needs of the home¬ 
less in the borough” and 
that “these needs may in¬ 
crease as welfare reforms 
are implemented and coun¬ 
cil resources are limited to 
respond.”

Hydro has now changed its 
application to address these se¬ 
rious hazards and it has of¬ 
fered a letter of intent and a 
place on the management 
board to all rowing clubs - not 
just to Kingston Rowing Club. 

As a result, Kingston 
Rowing Club has withdrawn 


resolved. They have not. 

The river-related propos¬ 
als remain totally unac¬ 
ceptable and, if approved,

Sydney Games 
still inspires 

Kingston’s Josie Inverdale 
has to pinch herself at the 
thought of playing on the very 
same Australian pitches that 
kick-started her love affair 
with the sport, writes Ben 
Baker. 

Inverdale, daughter of TV 
presenter John, found herself 
in the stands at the 2000 
Olympic Games in Sydney, 
watching on as the world’s 
best hockey players went 
head-to-head. 

Fast forward 12 years and 
the Kingston-born 20-year-old 
is gearing up to strut her stuff 
at the same venue after being 
selected in Team GB’s 120- 
strong squad heading off to 
January’s Australian Youth 
Olympic Festival. 

But following a season with 
Leicester Hockey Club where 
Inverdale helped the side win 
both the indoor and outdoor 
Premier League titles, she is 
not heading Down Under just 
to make up the numbers. 

“I actually went to watch the 
Olympics in Sydney back in 
2000 when I was eight and to 
think I will be playing on the 
same pitches as the Games 
were held on is amazing,” said 
the former Kingston Gram¬ 
mar School student. 

“I have to do an exam out 
there in the British Embassy 
unfortunately because it was 
scheduled for the day we fly. 

“But I don’t mind too much, 
I am just really happy to be 
part of the team and we feel a 
medal is a real possibility. 

“I had a good year interna¬ 
tionally too as I was part of 
the England team that won a 
bronze medal out in Holland 
at the EuroHockey Junior Na¬ 
tions Championship. 

“It will be a little bit differ¬ 
ent in Australia as we are 
Great Britain, but it shouldn’t 
be a problem. A training camp 
in Malaga that should do us a 
world of good.”

Fordham starts bid to return to competitive darts at Ks’ home 

Viking’s dart-breaking story 


If Andy Fordham stands on 
the oche at the 2017 BDO 
World Championships, his 
road to redemption will 
have started in Kingston. 

The 50-year-old 2004 world 
champion, affectionately 
known as the Viking, played 
his first solo exhibition at 
Kingsmeadow last month, 
marking a significant mo¬ 
ment on his comeback trail. 

The larger-than-life star, 
who had a stint on Celebrity 
Fit Club in 2005, quit darts 
due to health reasons in 
2007, but returned to the 
game that made him famous 
in 2010 for a brief spell on 
the PDC circuit. 

But, having again faltered, 
Fordham - who has piled on 
much of the 15 stone he lost 
five years ago - has given 
himself five years to get 
back to the top so his new 
granddaughter will be able 
to watch him take the stage 
- and remember it. 

He said: “I really want to 
get back up there. 

“I think I came back too 
soon the first time. 

“My back was going and 
my confidence was down. 
People were sponsoring me 
and the money was just 
being thrown away 
really. 

“I appreciate what 
people did for me, but 
until I could give it 100 
per cent I felt like I was 
letting them down, so I 
stopped. 

“This is the best I’ve felt in 
a long time. I’m beginning to 
feel more and more confi¬ 
dent all the time. 

“In terms of my health, ev¬ 
erything else is good apart 
from my weight. 

“I became a grandad this 
year and I love her to bits. It 
has given me a new lease of 
life and I’d love her to see

me up there on the stage and 
on TV. 

“I’ve given myself five 
years. She will be five years 
old then and then she’d be 
able to understand and re¬ 
member it.” 

Which is more than 
Fordham can say about his 
2004 triumph, that came at 
the peak of his drinking 
excesses. 

He said: “I’ve heard some 
people say they need a drink 
to get up on stage, but I 
would have had about eight 
or nine before I left the hotel 
room. 

“They reckon one day I 
had 62 bottles of Holsten 
Pils and then I went on to 
spirits after that - and I still 
remember locking up the 
pub after that. 

“I can’t remember 


everyone enjoyed seeing me 
win.” 

The glitz and glamour of 
that triumph - Fordham 
pocketed £50,000 in prize 
money and then another 
£300,000 from spin-offs in 
the 12 months following - 
has long since faded. 

But his night at 
Kingsmeadow could be the 
boost he needs to return to 
the top. 

He said: “I’ve started doing 
exhibitions 


but until this one I had been 
doing them with friends. 

“I’ve got to get my fitness 
back. 

“My back is still a problem 
that affects practicing as 
well as playing. 

“If it goes well I’m going to 
take each exhibition one by 
one, until I can do them reg¬ 
ularly on my own. 

“There is a lot of money to 
be earned from the exhibi¬ 
tion circuit and getting back 
to the top.”
